Boy’s Rash Act. 


Leitrim Court Story. 


From Our Own Corresronpent. 
CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, Friday. 
At Carrick-on-Shannon District Court to- 
day the story was told how a boy, James 
McDermott, employed by Mr. Thomas 
Smyth, Derrinigin, Newtowngore, Carrig- 
allen, Co. Leitrim, attempted to hang him- 
self last Monday night. he boy is the son 
of a smal] farmer "san Doogera, Co. Cavan, 
and eighteen months ago was employed with 
a farmer, Michael McCartan, who resided in 
ry wBACAÍ and who was found hanged re- 
ntly. 
When indicted to-day on the charge of 
attempted suicide by hanging the accused 
boy coolly took his. place in the dock. 


_. THE EVIDENCE. 

The evidence of the witnesses was to the 
effect that the prisoner was in a neighbour- 
ing house on the night in question, and on 
his return to his employér’s house he took 
down a horse reins and lighted lantern. Be- 
fore leaving the house, in reply to questions, 
he said that he was going to take the horse 
out for a drink, He was so long absent 
that Mr. Smyth’s daughters went in search 
of the boy. They found him in the cows’ 
byre suspended from a rafter by a rope, 
which had been wound several times around 
the rafter. One of the giris went for help, 
while another notified her invalid father, who 
cut down the boy. They treated him until 
Dr. Thomas Richardson, Newtowngore, ar- 
rived, when artificial respiration was resorted 
to with effect, 

The boy, who had jumped from a height, 
was hanging six feet clear from the ground 
when found. 

DOCTOR'S OPINION. 

Doctor Richardson stated that only for the 
prompt action of Mr. Smyth in cutting him 
down the boy would have lost his life. 

The boy attributed his rash act to the loss 
of a bicycle lamp, over which he worried. 

The accused boy had no questions to ask 
the witnesses, but ues a private in- 
terview with District Justice Rice in his 
chambers. This Justice Rice granted, in the 
presence of Superintendent Kenny, Mohull, 
who conducted the prosecution. 

On return to Court the boy said that he 
had no statement to make, and one of the 
Smyth girls told the Justice that the boy was 
a faithful servant, and never was strange 
before. He was hot-tempered. 

Superintendent Kenny asked that the pri- 
soner be remanded in custody for trial at the 
Circuit Court in March, as he would be under 
the doctor's care, meantime, and the doctor's 
evidence would be of assistance to the Judge. 

Justice Rice said that it would be in the 
best interests to return the prisoner for trial 
in custody to the next Cireuvit Court.- He 
was then removed in custody of the Guards 
to Sligo Jail, and before leaving he talked 
with the Guards and the Misses Smyth.

At Rathfriland Petty Sessions to-day, the 
Rev. George Furniss, Rector of Ballyward

e had no right to make such a statement. 
They (the clergy) did their duty as clergy- 
men, and he did not think the district in- 
Mac had any right to make such a state- 
ment. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. M. McClenahan)— 
We are not going to go into that; we are not 
going to undertake to try clergymen here. 
You can settle it outside yourselves. 

The Rev. Mr. Furniss—I think that it is 
grossly unfair. 

District Inspector Allen said that the police 
received a communication from the Rev Mr. 
Furniss that he proposed applying for 
malicious damage for injury to the school 
wall, and as a result of investigations by the 
police the boys.admitted the damage, which 
consisted in the removal of about ten bricks 
from the wall, and which were left down 
convenient to the wall. He (the District 
Inspector) was not a stone mason, but he 
believed it would not take much to replace 
the bricks. 

The Rev. Mr. Furniss, manager of the 
school, said that it would take about £1 to 
restore the wall. The defendants were not 
members of his congregation, but when he 


reported the matter to the police he did not } 


know who the parties were who did the 
damage 

Both the boys admitted the offence, and 
their fathers undertook to replace the bricks 
before next Court.

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THE PROBLEM OF 
COAS? EROSION. 


From Ovrn SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
YOUGHAL, Friday. 

NE of the loveliest and most richly 
O favoured of the seaside resorts on the 

South coast of Ireland, Youghal stands 
on the borders of the Counties of Cork and 
Waterford, and is now menaced, even as 
Greystones and Rosslare, by coastal erosica. 

he problem here is more esrious than it 

Rosslare, and likely to do far greater er g' MM 
than at, Greystones; for it is the whole of the 
residential part of the seaside resort that 1s 
threatened. The danger is imminent, for, I 
understand, should adverse weather condi- 
tions, which are South-East wind, spring 
tide, and a gale, arise, as they may do a 
any time, and last for a ported of 12 hours, 
the lower part of the resort may be wiped 
out. 

I toured the district this morning in com- 
pany with a number of prominent local 

eople, who are interested in the ‘matter. 
The place where a very serious erosion uc- 
curred thirty-one years ago was pointed ont 
to me, a couple of hundred yards down the 
foreshore from Claycastle. This erosion took 
place during ‘a’ heavy south-asterly gale at a 
spring tide, when the sea broke through the 
high sand dunes and flooded. a large area 
heyond, including the railway line. The train 
services were, in consequence, held up for 
more than a month, while the Railway 
Company and the County Council made 
frantic efforts to stop further erosion and to 
heal the breach that had occurred. A large 
sum of money was expended; but finally the 
breach was filled up, groins and barriers 
were erected on the foreshore, and a kind of 
sedge grass was planted on the sand dunes, 
for the purpose of giving them greater 
strength and cohesion. ; 


FORTY-FIVE YEARS AGO. 

That was not the first of the encroachments 
of the sea at Youghal, for exactly forty-five 
years ago, before much of the house property 
that now stands along the front was built, 
the sea was eating its way rapidly towards 
the small resort settled further MA 
campaign against, the authorities resuited 
then in the erection of a series of heavy 
wooden groins and a powerful concrete and 
stone wall, in the. place of the old stone wall, 
which had been completely washed away. in 
fact, at one spot along the-beach-can still be 
seen the remains of this old wall, about three 
feet thick. :

A CHARMED LIFE. 

The fact was, he said, that the sea wall led 
a charmed life. The danger zone there was 
the wind from South-South-East or due South. 
It did not often blow. from those quarters, 
and, curiously enough, when it did the gale 
rarely lasted more than six or seven hours. 
It then died out or hauled towards the West. 
Moreover, this danger zone was compara- 
tively harmless if the blow occurred during 
the “ neap ”’ tides. Given spring tides and a 
gale from that quarter, lasting at least twelve 
hours, the sea wall would be washed away. 
He would like to point out, in addition, that the 
groins and piles that had been erected forty- 
five years ago were now almost worn away, 
and might give in to the battering of the seas 
at any time, 

As showing how the coast erosion had been 
a serious problem long before to-day, Colonel 
Roynane told me that centuries ago Cable 
Island, about two to three miles out to sea, 
had been joined to the mainland. In fact, the 
foundations of the present sea wall is an 
ancient forest bed, rather peaty, but quite 
firm. 

The past summer season has been a good 
one for Youghal. The town proper and 
harbour are situated further back from the 
seaside resort, on the mouth of the River 
Blackwater, and more or less separated by a 
small headland, on. which stands the light- 
house. The summer tourist season and the 
salmon fishing season are Youghal’s two staple 
industries.

i VATICAN CITY, Friday; 

Currency issued by the Pope as Soves 
reign of the Vatican City will be put inte 
circulation shortly. A special commemo- 
rative issue of the new coms, which are of 
artistic design and form an interesting 
series, will be dated 1929, the year of the 
Lateran Treaty, but those in general cirs 
culation will be dated 1930. 

The law establishing a monetary system 
in the Vatican City was published here 
to-day, and is dated December 3lst, 1930. 
It consists of seven Articles, the first of 
which decrees that the monetary system 
shall be on a decimal basis, with a unit 
of gold containing .07919 grammes of fine 
gold. 

The new currency will pass in Italg in 
the same way that Italian money is 
accepted in the Vatican City.

“Before the termination of the conference 
held on the 23rd December we requested your 
Association to agree to a postponement of the 
notice terminating our agreements from the 
3lst December, 1030, to a date to be agreed 
upon, owing to the short period that re- 
mained for negotiations to be continued.

FAGGING SYSTEM 
CRITICISED. 


SENIOR BOYS AS 
BULLIES. 


JUNIORS AS SNUBBED 
OUTCASTS. 


Mr. J. Howard Whitehouse, Warden of 
Bembridge—a new public school—and a 
former M.P., strongly criticised the fagging 
system when lecturing to the Society for 
xperiment and Research in Ed -Zation, of 
which he is President, at the annual 
conference. of educational associations in 
“I want to examine and 
aspects of the system of 
fagging as it prevails to-day in many English 
public schools,” he said, “ and as it has 
prevailed for generation after generation. it 
is a matter of great public importance. 
“1 sometimes think that headmasters, 
especially headmasters of public schools, are 
themselves the unwilling victims of this 
system." i 
Mr. Whitehouse, explaining the fagging 
system, said: '' Younger boys are required to 
perform services for older boys in connection 
with games and cooking of food and cleaning 
of the fag master’s room, and going errands 
for him. So that when the fags. themselves 
should be having their meals they are going 
out. .o..buy. food for others. in 
“ Another feature of the fag system is that 
in the leisure hours of a great number of the 
oung boys, they are at the ceall of the older 
ys, who are entitled to fag them. They are 
all listening for the eall of “ boy “op fag, 
and when that call is heard they have to run 
in a solid phalanx, and the last to arrive 1s 
required to perform the duty, and, perhaps, 
be: penalised in addition. i 
‘Of all the bad features connected with it, 
I think the worst is the power that 1s some- 
times given to senior boys to inflict’ corpora! 
punishment upon junior boys.” That younger 
boys should feel themselves snabbed outcasts 
and servants was a bad feature of the public 
school system. 
é“ Another objection is that it leads 
frequently to cruelty. Every good school 
would desire to protect all its members from 
anything approaching bullying or cruelty, 
and I want it to be quite clear that I am

FOUND SHOT IN 
HOTEL 


INQUEST ON CAPTAIN 
DE SARIGNY. 


DEPRESSED BY DEATH OF 
HIS MOTHER. - 


- 


“I shall take the view that he was not in 
full ion of his faculties owing to 
the distressed state of his nervous system, 
caused by the sudden death of his 
mother, and, therefore, say that he died 
from a gunshot wound self-inflicted, and 
that he killed himself while of unsound 
mind,” 

This was the verdict at the inquest, which 
was opened at Paddington Coroner's Court, 
London, yesterday, on Captain Victor Marcel 
Childs de Sarigny, who was found shot in his 
room at the Royal Palace Hotel, Kensington, 
on Wednesday. He died in St. Mary Abbots 
Hospital on the same day. 

Captain de Sarigny was a brother of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Vicomte Rene de Sarigny, 
of Elgin avenue, Maida Vale. 

He was a well-known figure in Dublin for 
a number of years after the war. In 1922 he 
married a daughter of the late Sir Thomas 
Wallace Russell and Lady Russell, the 
Baronet’s second wife. According to Debrett, 
he was entitled to the style of Count Victor 
Sarigny. 

Mr. Ingleby Oddie conducted the inquiry. 

BROTHER'S EVIDENCE, 

Lieutenant - Colonel Vicomte Hené de 
Sarigny said that at the time of his death 
Captain de Sarigny was not in any occupa- 
tion, but he had been temporarily manager 
of the Russell Hotel, Dublin. e was a 
married man, his wife living at the Russell 
Hotel. They had been very happy together. 
They had no family. 

“On the 29th of December,” said Colonel 
de Sarigny, “he rang me up just before 
dinner, and asked my wife and me to go and 
dine with him. e had that day received 
letters concerning my mother’s death from 
Africa. . She died on December 4. My 
brother and I exchanged letters on the 
a oy 

he Coroner—Did he seem affected by her 
death ?—Yes; he seemed very up--t by the 
letters. 

Do you know the state of his health ?— 
He looked very well in health. He had a 
very bad cold and had lost his voice. 

FINANCIAL POSITION. 
Financially was he in a satisfactory con- 
dition ?—He knew he ould get any money he 
wanted frem his pedple., 

Had he ever threatened to take his life?— 
Not actually; but once, when he came back 
from America at the beginning of last year, 
he was upset one hight and said: ‘‘I would 
like to get ont of this life,” or words to 
that effect. 

The Coroner—That was more or less a 
threat, but you did not attach any im- 
portance to it?—No. 

Colonel de Sarigny said that after they 
had dined together on December 29 they 
went to his (witriéss’s) club to see if there 
were any more letters. There were none, so 
they went to Colonel Sarigny’s flat, and 
there was one there. That letter, said the 
Colonel, was a very full description of what 
had happened on mber 4. His brother 
read it and was very upset over it. 

DEPRESSED AND TIRED. 

Questioned as to what happened afterwards 
Colonel de Sarigny said they went down- 
stairs to the car. “I wanted to drive him 
home,” added Colonel de Sarigny, ‘‘ but he 
said no; he wanted to walk. at was the 
last I saw of him.”’ 

Subsequently he spoke to his brother oa 
the telephone twice. The following moraiaz 
he rang up to see if he was all right. On 
Tuesday mght his brother rang him up and 
asked him (witness) to come along with his 
wife and dine somewhere, 

““I pointed out that the following night 
was New Year’s Eve, and that we ought to 
do something that night,” said Colonel de 
Sarigny, “.

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SOUTH WALES 
COAL STRIKE 


TO-DAY’S MEETING. 


EARLY SETTLEMENT 
EXPECTED. 


There was no new development in the South 
Wales coal strike yesterday, but strong hopes 
were expressed last night that a settlement 
will be reached when the owners and the 
miners’ leaders meet to-day. There is reason 
to believe that a compromise will be reached. 

“ We shall be back at work on Monday,” 
a miners’ leader told the Press Association 
reporter at Cardiff. 

In only two of the South Wales areas have 
there been defeetions—the Rhondda and the 
Amman Valleys. At Trelewis pits the 
majority of the men employed: went down 
yesterday, but they are members of the South 
Wales Miners’ Industrial Union. It is a 
rival organisation to the Federation, and has 
not favoured the stoppage. No attempt has 
been made to interfere with the men who 
have decided to work. 


SHIPPING AFFECTED. 

The effects of the stoppage have been 
seriously felt in Cardiff. Business on the 
coal exchange yesterday was at a stand-still. 
A ship broker told a Press Association re- 
porter that ships in the Bristol Channel had 
been turned back and sent to Connental 
ports for coal. “‘ We are unable to negotiate 
any charters for ships.” he said, “ because 
wo cannot give the immunity from strike 
guarantee. Already thousands of tons worth 
of business has been lost. Ships at the docks | 
are being loaded from existing supplies. but 
bhosa, 9 be exhausted by the end of the 
week.

SAID TO BE ORGANISED BY

so that the number of strikers is now much 
higher. At some pits virtually all the men 
have struck. 

Leaders of the men’s unions are en- 
deavouring to prevent the strike from 
spreading. They have appealed to their 
members to remain quietly at work pend- 
ing further negotiations relative to the 
proposed wages cut. 

On the other hand, the extremist 
elements are using every possible means to 
bring the whole of the men out, and they 
appear to be having considerable success. 

t the next meeting of the parties to the 
wage cut dispute it is telieved the owners 
will insist upon a cut of at least eight 
per cent. At the moment the men’s repre- 
sentatives are determined not to agree to 
more than three per cent. 

The attitude of both owners and men is 
hardening, and unless the Government 
intervenes effectively a lock-out on the 
fifteenth of the month is ihevitable.
